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Lolopo language 


Lolopo (autonyms: loJlo-lp h JJ, lo\llo\lp h o\l; Chinese: 

Central Yi) is a Loloish language spoken by half a million Yi people 
of China. Chinese linguists call it "Central Yi" as well, which is one 
of the six Yi languages recognized by the government of China. 


Lolo speakers are referred to by a variety of exonyms. Below is a list 
of exonyms followed by their respective autonyms and 
demographics

people in Weishan County (Qinghua Township) and 
Nanjian County (in Wuliang, Xiaowandong, and Langcang 
townships) 

■ Tu it (Tuzu ±J£): loJIoi p h oJ (spoken by nearly 10,000 
people in southern Xiangyun County) 

■ Qiangyi bJbH sil (spoken by nearly 15,000 
people in northern and central Xiangyun County) 

■ Eastern Lalu: loJIoH (spoken by nearly 20,000 people in Xinping County and Zhenyuan 
County) 

■ Lolo (of northeastern Binchuan County): loJIoH p h oJ 

■ Xiangtang (spoken in Zhenkang County). Widespread distribution in Jinggu, Zhenyuan, 
Pu'er, Jiangcheng, Mengla, Jinghong, and Zhenkang counties, with perhaps under 80,000 
speakers.
